THH ITALIAN MURDER. 


Jurado Said to Have Made a Partial 
Confession—A Talk with Detective 
Bonfield. 

Augustina Jurado was brought from Deer 
ing street to the Centra] Station at 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The trunk which he 
used as poor Caruso’s coffin was placed at the 
top of the stairs leading to the cells, so that 
the Italian would haveto pass close to it on 
his way down to his cell. The trunk was 
pointed out to Lim as the one in which be had 
placed his victim, but be made no sign deyoud 
saying in a contemptuous manner in Italian: 
*T don’t understand English.” A TarsuNE re- 
porter visited him in his cell but could elicit 
nothing from him save bis asseveration of in- 
nocence. His appearance, while not at all pre- 
possessing, is certainly not repulsive. He is 
about five feet six inches tall and weighs about 
140 pounds. His face is rather full and his 
features are good. He wears bis hair banged, 
which gives him the appearance of baving «a 
low forehead. He has a oclose-cropped black 
mustache and a scrubby beard. Upon 
the second finger of his ieft hand is 
painted in india-ink an imitation. of a 
ring. He was dressed in a weli-worn suit of 


| gray clothes which resembie the old bomespun 
jeans cloth. How he got the sobriquet of 


“Dude” is a mystery, as he certainly does not 


oom up to the popular idea of that curiosity. 


Last night Jurado was closeted with the deteot- 
ives for a long time, and it ig understood that 
be made some very damaging admissions if not 
a full confession. The officers,’ with their 
usual reticence, would admit nothing. One 
thing, however, is certain, and that is that he 
confessed to. checking the trunk at the 
Union Depot. hoever was the direct agent 
in committing the murder it is now an assured 
fact that Boze and Sylvester Ignazzio, John 
Azzoro, Antonia Mercurio, and Augustina Ju- 
rado were all more or less implicated. These 
are the men whd lived at No. 94 Tilden ave- 
nue and are now under arrest. The indica- 
tions all point to Jurado as the principal. 
Granting this, a difficulty still remains. 
The. question now arises as to how 
far the others were implicated. 
If Caruso died from strangulation, as the post- 
mortem examination would seem to show, the 
work must have been done by more than one 
man, and probably less than five. Unless the 
Italians make confession as to how the crime 
was committed, and by whom, the courts will 
bave a tzubtle point to deal with. The murder 
was undoubtedly committed on the impulse of 
the moment. Probabiy not more than three 
men had any direct bana in it. If this theory 
is correct then the others were merely acces- 
sories after the fact, and not bona-fide mur- 
derers. 

The circumstantial evidence 30 far is very 
strong, but, except Jurado, it points equally to 
the whole five. There were no other witnesses 
of the grime, and unless a confession is made 
it will de almost impossible to tell who were 
the murderers and who the accessories. 

Officer Bonfield said last night that be had no 
trouble in bringing Jurado to Chicago without 
a requisition. In fact the man did 
not seem to know what a requisi- 
tion meant. When he passed through Pitte- 
burg be was met by a large crowd, 
mostly Jtalians, who clamored for a sight of 
the murderer. Jurado and Victoria Comaarito 
were located in New York bya letter which the 
latter sent to her husband here, from No. 145 
Wooster street, saying that she wos on her way 
to Italy. Inspector Byrnes was immediately 
telegraphed, and in half an hour both were un- 
der arrest. The officers there, however, neg- 
lected to search them. This was not done till 
Bonfield arrived, and may proveto have been 
a fatal omission. It is very lixely that tney 
bad papers upon them, which they afterwards 
hadachance to destroy, which would throw a 
light upon the affair. They were fourd to pos- 
sess jointly the sum of $7.50. Not even a scrap 
of writing was found upon either. 

The woman is very ill and cannot possipiy 
live for any great length of time, In fact, she 
and all the other Italians who lived at No. 94 
Tilden avenue are afflicted with a loathsome dis- 
ease. There seemed to be no evidence that she 
bad anything to do with the crime beyond be- 
ing Jurado’s mistress, so she was released 
in New York and is now on her way to Italy 
to die among her friends and family.

THE CASUALTIES. 

The list of the volunteers killed and wounded 
in the forenoon is as follows:

A LULL IN THE FIGHT. 

At 2 p. m. the rebel fire gradually ceased. 
The troops, however, still kept up a scattered 
fire along the line, gradually slackening until 4 
o’clock, when only a few dropping shots were 
heard. 

William Bruce, lately a prisoner of Riel, who 
escaped Tuesday, was brought in by scouts. 
Riel’s force, he says, was a little over 400, halt 
of whom were on the other side of the river 
when he left. He also says that when the am- 
munition was ‘served out to the 
rebels only one keg of powder remained. 
Bullets were also scarce. The women and 
children bad been sent to the other side of the 
river. The prisoners are safe so far as he 
knew.

GEN. CROOK INTERVIEWED. 

St. Paut., Minn., May 10.—Gen. Crook, one 
of the heroes of the Minnesota Indian wars and 
Judge of the Military Commission that con- 
demned 300 Sioux to death, 38 of whom were 
banged at Mankato shortly after the massacre 
there, says that Middleton must achieve a de- 
cisive victory or all the Indians will go on the 
warpath in a week. Should the balf-breeds 
achieve a signal victory over Middleton the 
result could only be most disastrous. He said 
the best plan of attack, from this distance of 
observation, would be to weaken the works at 
Bazoche by shot, scatter the hailf-breedas 
dy shell from the frost and flank, 
have Col. Irvine fall in upon the rear with bis 
800 mounted police, force the enemy iuto tie- 
order, mass them if possible, rake them with 
Gatiings, rifles, shot and shell until disordered, 
and then storm their works. This would doubt- 
less cost many good lives, as the enemy are 
nervy and fine shots, being trained hunters, 
but the end to be attained is so desirable and 
necessary that the troops must be sacrificed, 
otherwise the whole country would be swept 
by sdvages, who are liable to go on the war- 
path on the principle of throwing their lives 
away, in which case they would spare no wom- 
en or children. He added that, whatever griev- 
ances the bal{-breeds may have, when they in- 
cite merciless savages they are entitled to no 
sympathy from Christian civilization. 

AMERICANS AIDING RIEL. 

“John, McLane of Bismarck, Dak., who has 
just returned from Winnipeg, where he 
bas been delivering horses, teams, 
and supplies to the Cansdian Government, 
said tonight that the Government has 
advices that men from Chicago, New 
York, and Boston are with Riel, and 
that a master ming, not Riel's, is 
directing the movements of. the balf- breeds. 
It is believed that about 1,500 balt- breeds ure 
in the fleld and that 6,000 Indians are ready to 
take the warpath, while there are but 4,000 
troops to oppose them. 

EXCITEMENT IN CANADA. 

ToRonTO, Ont., May 10.—There is tremen- 
dous excitement over the news of the fight at 
Batoche. Large crowds were gathered arouna 
the newspapers all day. One paper distributed 
30,000 free copies. Newsboys were arrested 
for selling papers. 

MONTREAL, Que., May 10.—Much excitement 
exists here over the news of the gngagement 
at Batoche and reports displayed on bulletins 
at hotels are eagerly canvassed. 

Orrawa, Ont., May 10.—The feeling here 
over the news from the Northwest today is in- 
tense. The papers have issued extras 
giving accounts of the battle. The 

. newspaper offices were crowded ali day, and 
the figit was the sole topic of conversation 
everywhere. It is understood the Government 
has received a report qoairming the news re- 
ceived by the press. 


GEN. GRAN TS CONDITION. 


His Strength Increasing—A Long Walk 
im the Afternoon Did Not Seem to 
Fatigue the Sick Man. 

New York, May 10.—Gen. Grant slept fully 
seven hours Saturday night, and when the 
four doctors of the staf! met in consultation 
this afvernodn they found his gefiéral condi- 
tion was, if anytumg. improved, but the can- 
cerous spots were unchanged. Dr. Barker sails 
tor Bürope this week, and this was his last 
consultation before going. When about to 
leave he bade the General good-by and said: 

“When I come back in the autumn I shall 
expect to find your literary. work finished to 
your satis! action.” 

** You don’t expect to find mé, though, do 
you?’ said the General.

| A BILL for an set to provide for the payment in 


Tax TRIBUNE is 1800 that a determinsd 

effort will be made within a few days to force 
through the Legisiarure the rotten canal claims 
which have been urged against the State 
biennially during the last twenty years. These 
claims with interest since 1843 amount to about 
$2,000,000. They are not just, They cannot 
stand upon their own merits, but must be put 
through by unusual methods if they succeed 
at all. THe TRisune bas reason to believe 
that a fund bas been raised for the purpose of 
obtaining favorable action by the Legislature 
on the claims. there is no signifi- 
cance in the fact that claims have been 
favorably from a committee, of which 
Mr. E. D. Céoke is clerk. Cooke is an ex-mem- 
ber of the Legislature from the district which 
Sittig now represents, and is or was at one 
time believed to be an attorney for some of the 
canal ciaimants. Mr. Seth F. Crews, another 
ex-member of the Legislature, is interested 
in the case of the claimants. Gen. McCiernand 
of Springfield bas been attorney for the claim- 
ants. John C. Dore, who at one time represented 
the Chicago banks in the lobby at Washington 
and later advocated the transcendent merits of 
the Hennepin Canal from the same coign of 
vantage, was two years ago and possibly still ig 
deeply impressed with the mérits of these 
claims. Senator Cullom, almost as soon as he 
ceased to be Governor and when he was Sena- 
tor-elect, saw no impropriety in urging these 
claims before the Legislature whiok siected | — 
him to the Senate. Probably the Sépator has | 
withdrawn from the cases since he has begun 
to represent the State in Washington. It wouid 
be an odd thing for 4 United States Senator to 
prosecute claims for $2,000,000 against his own 
State. 
Tun Tumunm warns the people of Illinois 
that the scheme to saddle these iniquitous 
claims upon the State bas assumed vast and 
dangerous proportions, All the work is being 
done in secret. The fact that the State is ‘rich 
and free from debt is being used as an argu- 
ment for allowing the claims, thotigh the con- 
dition of the State Treasury ought to cut no 
figure in the case. If the claims are just they 
should be allowed; if they are unjust they 
ought not to be paid, whether the Treasury is 
full or empty. But the fact that the finances 
of the State are in so flourishing a condition 
nab unquestionably served as a temptation to 
the ciaimants, lobbyists, and hangers-on who 
are interested in baving this enormous debt im- 
posed upoa the State. 

THE TRIBUNE bas said the claims were rot- 
ten and unjust, having not even a shadow of 
equity behind them. This will appear more 
fully from the history of the case given below. 
But it is sufficient to say by way of summary 
and in order to put the truth in a nutshell, 
(1) That the claims have twice been adjudicat- 
ed and fully settled; (2) that the claimants 
have accepted the settlement with a solemn | 
covenant attached to it that it should be final | 
and forever bar all later petitions for relief; | 4, 
(8) that the original claims have to u great ex- 
tent passed out of the possession of the orig- | 
inal holders by assignment, and are now held | 
by speculators, sharks, and lobbyists, who paid 
merely nominal sums for them, but would re- 
alize enormous dividends if by any hocus-_ 
pocus the Legislature should allow them. The 
‘facts which go to show the badness of these 
claims amount to a demonstration, and are of 
themseives so conclusive that we do not see 
bow any member of the Lezisiature can hon- 
estly vote in favor of paying the grab, or how 
the Governor under any conceivable ciroum- . 
stances could approve a bill allowing it. 

The bistory’of the claims may be briefly set 
forth as follows: 

The claims, in a word, are for losses the oon 
tractors suffered by reason of the depreciation | 
in serip and other paper evidences of indepsed-. 
ness they were Compelied to take from the State 
for work performed and materials furnished in 
the construction of the Illinois & Michigan Ca- 
nal. There is no question that the scrip depre- 
ciated and that they suffered the joss; the only 
question is whether they are in a position to 
come before the State and demand to be reim- 
bursed—in short, whether the claim is good 
either in law or equity. 

STATEMENT OF THE CLAIMANTS’ CASE. 

Tne number of claimants has now shrunk to 
thirty. The claims, were revived last session, 
as they had been for years back, but instead of 
coming in separately as before they were two 
years ago bunched together in one bill, the 
claimants having evidentiy pooled their issues 
and decidéd to stand at the doors of the Legis- 
lature together and pound on the portals of ye 
Treasury in unison; it might make more noise 
that way. |

It will be noticed that the amount of the 
claims presented o years aso was a trifle 
over one-third of the amount rejected by the 
commiesion of 1855. This is probably to be ac- 
counted for by the tact that some of the claim- 
ants have died without issue, that others may 
have disposed of their scrip in other ways, and 
that still others haye generously knocked off a 
portion of the amounts they asked for in 1855 
and did not get. But if one-third the rejected 
claims should now be allowed the other two- 
thirds would turn up very euddenty. The 
theory that some of this scrip was advan- 
tageously disposed of is strengthened by the 
statement of Wash Armstrong of La Balle 
County., who, on the introduction of the c'aim- 
ants’ bik in the House two years ago, 
wrote to tative Adams giving 
a brief history, of these claims, and 
advising Mr. A that there was nothing in 
them. In the course of his letter Mr. Arm- 
pee re that the interest scrip could ha ve 
been fundea in bonds; that this was fre- 
quently done, and these canal bonds have 
all been taken up paid dollar for dollar, in- 


‘| terest and ail. He further states that the ca- 


nal indebtedness was receivable for lands and 
town lots at par: Steele, Ryan, Armour, 
and others all ajong the line of the canal 
bought lots in Chicago and in the towns from 
Chicago to Peru with their scrip; and that 
those who thus bought Chicago property made 
princely fortunes. He further states—and it 
is a matter of a good deal of interest in this 
connection—that the old claimants, inciuding 
bimself, put through ‘the Legislature the act 
creating the Treat-Caton Commussiun, and that 
they agreed to abide by the result of its decis- 
fon. Mr. Armstrong further says that three or 
four attempts were made to introduce 
those claims in the House when 
be was a mem ber, but that 
be sat down on” mem every time. Alluding 
to the name Armstrong in the bill, he says that 
if it means himself he wants to wash his hands 
of the whole business; that he gave Gen.“ 
Stewart a power of attorney some years ago to 
act for him, but that if the claimgnts are pro- 
ceeding on that ground he revokes and 
repudiates the whole thing. Mr. Armstrong 
also says that Wash Busbneil bas examined the 
entire claim and advised Sanger, himself, and 
others that there is notbing in it. 

In addition to all this it Will be remembered 
that the ciaimants who submitted their 
claims to the Treat-Caton Commission and re- 
covered awards under the Thornton loau were 
required to give a release before getting their 
bonds. ‘Some of those who then obtained 
bonds and who must have given these receipts 
in full and releases on everything they nad 
previously claimed, are included in the present 
list of claimants. It is possible that they have 
forgotten this, but if the claims make any 
further headway they might be unpleasantly 
reminded of it some day if the Auditor should 
happen to confront them with the documents.

WashtnaTtonr, D. C., May 10.—[Special.j)— 


“ You could not bit an Illinois applicant by 


throwing a stone now.“ said one of the few 
Chicago officeseekers remainmg here today. 
But there are still a namber ot the Chicago co- 
hort left. Young McAndrews is here hoping 
to be appointed Magshal of New Mexico. 
Bruce has not obtained his desire to be Consul 
at Havre. Isaac R. Diller is stili confident 
that he may be appointed Consu!-General to 
Paris, and has very strong recommendations 
for that place. Dowdall ie still bere, but very 
much disappointed at the fact that he did not 
receive the position of Consul-General at Rio 
Janeiro, which he so earnestly sought, 

Oberly has filed his bond as the General Su- 
perintendent of Indian Schools, a gentleman 
from Southern Illinois having become his 
bondsman. Congressman Townsbend of Illinois 
does not very heartily indorse this appoint- 
ment, as he had almost been promised that à 
gentleman he recommended should be given 
the place. His candidate has long been a 
teacher among the Indians, andis an enthu- 
giast in the cause of education. 

The statements made by MoGarigie in his 
local interviews that he has been indorsed by 
the Attorney-General are not sustained by, the 
facts. The Attorney-General has no knowl- 
edge of any such recommendation. He said 
only yesterday that he had recommended 
no one, and that he did not expect to do 80.

| winter the Spanish mission will be vacant. The 


suggestion that Mr. Cox may decline the Turk- 
ish mission is not to bé given serious consider- 
ation. He has no intention of declining that 
mission. He will probably write a letter this 
week notifying the committee that he} intends 
to accept, and will leave for Turkey ia July. 
One of the most disappointed of the promt 
nent applicants for a foreign mission iz 
ex-Senator Doolittle. He had boped to seoure 


the mission to Russia, or at feast that to Aus- 


tria, bat he would undoubtedly accept the 
Italian mission. Walter Trumbull is another 
disappointed man, because he had hoped to be 
appointed Minister to Switzerland. Gov. Blox- 
ham of Florida, who has deciined a Central 
American mission which was tendered him, is 
still an applicant for a foreign mission, but de- 
sires one at a European court. There is a 
sharp contest for the remaining Consul-Gener- 
alships, notably the French and the Egyptian. 
There are at least 100 applicants. for 
the Oonaul-Generalship at Paris. Many 
of these are rich men who. seek 


the place for ite social advantages. Some of 
them are quite old men who have passed the 
period of activity. Mr. Sesey of Louisiana, 
who has been appointed toa South American 
post, was one of the leading aspirants for the 
Cousul-General hip at Paris. Minister Me 
Lane, before leaving for his post in France, 
said that he thought that Mr. Seay would se- 
cure the place, as „he was favored by Mr. 
Bayard. ° 


MORE PUBLICITY WANTED. 
The President is reported as baving recently 


said, when the exposures were made with re- 


gard toa recent appointment: “I wish that 
the newspapers would let me know these things 
before the appointments are made.“ This is in 
barmony with the sugfesiions recently made 
by Mr. Fairchild, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, who thinks that it would be of au- 
vantage to the public service to have all the 
applicants for office posted in order that their 
records could be made known. But it is pub- 
licity of this sort which, in the 
practical daily work of the departments, 
it seems to be aA leading object to 
prevent. Thetraditions of the departments 
are all against n. The secrets of the 
appointment offices of the different depart- 
ments are guarded with the most zealous care. 
Speciai pains are taken to prevent the newspa- 
pers from baying any information as to proba- 
bie appointments.. Even when objectionable 
appointments bave been madeit is only in rare 
instances that permission is given to make 
public the names of the persons who recom- 
mended the objectionabie candidates, Now 
comes a newrumor. It is that bereafter the 
names of persons appointed to office are not to 
be made public until they have accepted the 
office and filed their bonds. | 


THE PRESIDENT'S FIRST FREE DAY. 

The President greatly enjoyed Saturday, 
which was bis first free day. No persons, ex- 
cept the newspaper people, were permitted to 
enter the White House. A Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court even was not al- 
lowed an audience, while a number of influen- 
tial men who considered themse!ves superior 
to all rules, and who were denied admission, 
were indignant at it. The President, in the 
private secretary's office, expressed himself as 
greatly rejoiced at the few hours of freedom. 
At one time he said: *‘ What a relief ths is! 
I have heretofore been surrounded by so many 
people that I feel as if 1 had done 
nothing today.“ One of the good results of 
this day's freedom was the appointment of Mr. 
Graves as Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. As the politicians 
begin to understand more clearly the nature 
of this appointment the less the genuine spoils- 
men like it. The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing employs 1,200 peop e. Of this entire 
force there are perhaps not more than twelve 
specifically mentioned in the appropriation 
bill who come within the civil-service rules. 
The patronage of all tne departments com- 
bined which lies outside of the civil-service 
rules is not as great as that which belongs to 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. It is 
in this bureau that the politicians have placed 
their hopes. Graves is just the sort of a man 
that the politicians will probably not want in 
that office. 

i SPARKS UNHAPPY. 

Mr. Sparks, Commissioner of the Land-Office, 
hag not been a happy man today, and there 
have been several outward signs of commotion 
in the Interior Department. The Secretary ot 
the Interior and his Assistant Secretary have 
had a long consultation, and called upon 
Sparks, But it is said that Mr. D'Abna in- 
tends to allow the Police Court to take its own 
way, and to find out whether the Commissioner 
of the Lana-Office was authorized in treat 
bim as he did.

NEW OCATHOLIO UNIVERSITY. 


The Institution to Be Located at 
Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 10.--The council of 
Catholic prelates who met in Baltimore last 
week for the purpose of selecting a place for 
the new Catholic university desided that it 
shall be built in this city. Although the Cath- 
olics of other cities offered very large mon- 
etary inducements towards securing the uni- 
versity, the fact that Washington possesses the 
National Museum, the Congressional Library, 
and other advantages, and is fast becoming a 
literary and scientific centre, caused the pre- 
lates to decide in favor of locating the univer- 
sity at the Capital. The Rey. Dr. Chappelie ot 
St. Matthew's Church, who was selected as one 
of the trustees, and wno was among the fore- 
most to urge the claims of Washington to the 
university, today madea strong appeal to bis 
congregation to contribute at least $50,000 to 
endow a chair in the proposed university.

SCRANTOR, Pa., May 10.—({Special.}—The men 
employed at the Scranton Steel Company’s 
milis in this city are locked out. Friday eve n- 
ing they were informed that there would be no 
work Saturday and they were requested to ap- 
pear at the office of President Scranton Satur- 
day morning. When they met Mr, Scranton at 
the appointed hour he asked them to sign an 
agreement to the effect that they would not go 
on a strike or quit work without giving the com- 
pany two weeks’ notice, otherwise two weeks’ 
pay should be forfeited. The workmen—500 
in number—declined to accept the proposition. 
They had a meeting this afternooa and adopted 
a resolution to the effect that they will comply 
with Mr. Scranton’s terms if he will consent to 
give two weeks’ notice when any employé is to 
be discharged. Mr. Scranton says that he will 
not accept the workmen's proposition for the 
reason that any viciously-disposed employé 
who would be ordered to quit might cause 
damage to machinery in the mille after he bad 
received his notice. Mr. Scranton also deciares 
that operauons at the works will be suspended 
indefinitly unless the employés come to his 
terms. 


om Various Notes, 

Trenton, N. J., May 10.—[Special.|—The 
hollowware pressers employed in the potteries 
of. this city, who have been on a strike for two 
weeks, will return to work tomorrow. There 
was a misunderstanding between the bosses 
and pressers regarding the making prices 
which were agreed upon last winter with the 
assistance of the Knights of Labor. A com- 
promise bas been effected. 

It is reported that the Singer Company will 
shortly resume the manufacthre of the old 
family machine. When work was suspended 
on this style of machine several months ago 
the operative force in tho factory was greatiy 
reduced. Some of the men laid off obtained

Bacon, Commissioner of Kansas, who 
referred a statement of the facts to the Board 
of Management. feeling that in the person of 
Mrs. Wilson the women of Kansas had deen 
grieviously offended, At a recent meeting 
the Board of Management passed resolutions 
indorsing or recOgnizing Mrs. Wilson as Com- 
missioner for the Woman's epartment of the 
State of Kansas, and transmitted the same to 
Mrs. Howe, who up to this time bas vouch- 
safed no reply. The Kansas people here have 
been much excited over the affair. Mra. Wii- 
son is the wife of a prominent and wealthy 
citizen of Parsons, and a lady well kuown to 
her entire State.

Glick, and bas 
served faithfully from the beginning of the 
6 xposition without her status ever being 
questioned, and bas a creditable exhibit of 
woman's work from Kansas. 


OBITUARY. 


Wayman Crow. | 

Sr. Louris, Mo., May 10.—Wayman Crow, one 
of the oldest, most prominent, and best-known 
merchants of St. Louis, died today, aged 77. 

[Mr. Crow was born in Hartford, Ky.; came here 
in 1635 and estabiished the firm of Crow & Tevis, 
which was subsequently changed to Crow, Mo- 
Creery & Co., and is now and has been for several 
years known as Crow, Hagardine & Co., one of the 
leading dry-goods houses of the West. Mr. Crow 
was quite active and prominent in all sorts of en- 
terprises during his earlier career. He was Presi- 


dent of the Chamber of Commerce from 1840 
to 1850; served in the State Senate in 
840, and again in 1850, was one 


of the leading Spirits im the railroad 
movement in the early days. Later in life be de- 
voted much time to benevolent objects, 4nd was 
Closely identified with the artgrowth of the eity. He 
was a warm friend of Charlotte Cushman and a 
patron and friend of Harriet Hosmer, the 
sculptress. He was also & generous contrib- 
utor to educational schemes, and a few years ago 
erected a beautiful building as a memorial to his 
dead and only son, which ts known as the St. Louis 
Museum of Fine Arts, and which he deeded to 
Washington University. During the War he was 
& very earnest Union man, and was prominent in 
all the sanitary aid measures of that time.]

They obtained permis- 
sion to hold an autopsy on a young man who 
had just died, and the result is important, 
since it was the first autopsy made and 
there was some disagreement among 
the resident doctors as to the nature 
of the disease; some positively refusing to be- 
lieve the disease typhoid-fever. The patient 
was a man 23 years old, sick three weeks, and 
who died today. He was convaleséent till 


Saturday night, when be was taken with severe | 


abdominal pain and bis temperature rose to 104 
nearly six above normal. He grew 

rse, and died in twelve hours, The post- 
mortem revealed a perforation of a small in- 
testine, about ten inches from the cecal valve, 
with evidence of intense peritonitis and 


very typical typhoid ulcerations of Peyer's 


patches, the characteristic of typhoid fever. 
Other autopsies will be made tomorrow to 
confirm the result, lest this might be an ex- 
ceptional case. There were no deaths yester- 
day, though five occurred today. There is 
plenty of relief. A local temporary hospital 
is to be established. There are numerous 
typhoid cases reported all around the country, 
however, of ns having taken the disease 
while visiting at Plymouth during the fatal 
week when the polson was washed into the 
stream. Sensational reports having greatly 
damaged this entire valley, the Record 
will say tomorrow: “One  unforta-- 
nate result of the epidemic which has 
been prevalent in Plymouth is the 
belief in the large cities, where exaggerated 
and sensational reports have largely been cit 
culated, that the fever is contagious and that 
it 1s utterly unsafe for persons to come to this 
valley. The idea has obtained that this was a 
fever-stricken region, as deadly as a seaport in 
cholera time, Persons living bere are in receipt 
of letters from distant friends urging them to 
leave Wiikesbarre, while persons expecting 
friends from a distance are informed that 
Wilkesbarre is too sickly to make a visit now 
either safe or pleasant. The fact is, there 
is not the slightest danger. In the 
first place the cause of the epidemic is re- 
moved; in the second place typhoid-fever is 
not contagious, but can only be communicated 
by the speciul poison, happily now absent; in 
the third place the epidemic has been limited 
to Plymouth, and is now at an end; in the 
fourth place the Wyoming Valley, excepting 
Plymouth, was never heaithier.” 1 
PLYMOUTH, Pa., May 8.— [Philadelphia Tumes.] 
—Forty-six families in plague- stricken Piym- 
outt are known to be in destitute circum- 
stances, In these forty-six families. there are 
118 sick. There is no money with which to 
buy medicine or proper nourishment, or even 
ordinary food. Up to this morning 747 persons 
were known to be down with the disease that 
the physicians now say is typhoid-fever. There 
were five deaths Thursday and seven funerals, 
And today five more deaths ocourred and 
Monday and a pall hangs over the 
town. The physicians say that the epi- 
demie bas spent ita force, but that of the 747 
known to be sick fifty or seventy-five will die. 
Bixty families have left the place within the 
lost ten days. Every family that could raise 
the money to go bas left, not to return until 
the scourge is over. Men come up out of the 
mines and go to their bomes to find that a 
child or wife has died since they left, just be- 
fore the break of day. There are no smiling 
faces to be met on the streets. Everybody 
looks solemn and the general salutation is an 
inquiry about how many each bas sick in the 
family or how many have died. Undertakers’ 
wagons, bhearses, and doctors’ carriages are on 
the streets at all bours of the day and night. 
Drug-stores do not close their doors, and the 
march of death has caused many houses to be 
tightly closed, while crape hanging on thirteen 
doors Thursday told the story of what the 
plague had done within. .

REASURY. |. 

The renin before the Legislature of a, 
large claim upon the bounty or charity of the 
State can hardly fail to attract public atten- 
tion, particularly when the amount de 
is counted by millions of dollars, and when 
it comes before the State of Illinois under 
the patronage of some of the most success- 
ful lobbyists the State bas known for. 
many years. Despite the quasi or ex-official 
patronage under which these claims are pre- 
sented to the State for payment they cannot 
be divested of the odor of an antiquity that 
partakes of staleness, nor can they be gal- 
vanized by ordinary considerations into any- 
thing that commends them in any degree to 
the sense of justice or equity which is sup- 
posed to exist eyen under a claim barred by 
previous payment and the statute of limita- 
tions.

work. The only currency in the State was 
scrip, and though this scrip was a legal 
tender for all debts, and was receivable tor 
State and county taxes, and was exchange- 
able for State lands and for State bonds, it 
depreciated to such an extent that the whole 
system collapsed. The contractors some 
years later presented claims against the State 
fer losses sustained by them because of the 
deprecigtion in the value of the scrip paid to 
them by the State. For several years -the 
State continued to receive this scrip as its 


ments. After several years of confessed 
bankruptey the State, under the guidance of 
the illustrious Gov. Ford, began the work 
of financial recovery. Taxes were levied 
and the State proceeded to call in all its float- 
ing and valueless obligations of all kinds, of- 
fering in exchange for them State bonds. At 
first these were worth only the nominal 
value of the outstanding scrip, bot 
in the end they grew in value, and as the 
State’s credit improved the value ot the bonds 
increased. In due time every evidence of 
indebtedness due by the State was called in 
and funded into State bonds. Overdue in- 
paid in new interest-bearing bonds. So great- 
at last a portion of the creditors advanced 
$1,600,000 to enable the State to complete 
the unfinished canal, and this was done, and 
as soon as the canal was finished it was 
turned over to the State. With the pros- 
perity of the State came a demand on the 
part of the ex-contractors for indemnity for 
losses sustained by them during the days 
when State obligations were the only cur- 
rency, and when that currency did not com- 
mand over 14 cents on the dollar. After sev- 
eral years of importunity a State com- 
missicn was appointed to investigate these 
claims. This commission reported in 1855. 
The character of the report is fully stated 
in the general article elsewhere in Tun 
TrirpuNe. The aggregate of the claims then 
presented was $2,288,729. Of this whole 
sum the commission (consisting of Judges 
John D. Caton, Walter B. Scates, and Sam- 
uel H. Treat) rejected all save a portion 
amounting to $149,097.46, which, under a 
peculiar condition of circumstances, they 
found to have a slight equity, as stated in the 
report. This sum they advised to be paid, 
and it was paid, all the claimants accepting 
the award in full payment and satisfaction 
of all demands, and especially of all the re- 
jected claims. 

The report of the commission is a final 
and complete answer to all pretenses of any 
equitable demands against the State. The 
indebtedness whose depreciation is the pre- 
text for these claims was evidenced by out- 
standing obligations. It was accepted by the 
State for all State and local taxes, and was 
received by the State, and was a kind of cur- 
rency in general use. It was paid out by the 
original holders, and paid by them to their 
creditors and back again to the State. Much 
of it was paid to the State in exchange for 
land through the counties along the route of 
the canal and for lots and lands in Chicago. 
This scrip and other State indebted- 
ness was all paid to the State at. 
par. Finally it passed through va- 
rious hands, and eventually was re- 
redeemed by the State in exchange for State 
bonds, which bonds have long since been 
paid at par with interest. The State had 
done all that could be asked of it. It had as 
soon as possible redeemed all its outstanding 
paper, with interest, in State bonds, and these 
bonds, making one enormous State debt, 
have since been paid off with interest, much 
of it compounded. ..

EE BUSINESS SITUATION. 
While legitimate business is waiting for 
the relations of producers and consumers to 


be adjusted, the stock speculators have in- 


fused a little life into their market. The 
railroad war in the Northwest was a godsend 
to the brokers, who had run sadly short of 
speculative wind. After prices had had a 
good decline, it vik considered the correct 
thing for Mr. Vanderbilt to once more bring 
out the old statement that he has not sold a 
share of New York Central since 1879 and 
that he has not parted with any of his Lake 
Shore for months, | This is a story with 
which the observers of the stock market have 
been familiar for a long time, and very likely 
it is true, but somehow it is not 
‘* fillin’”’ to a man who is yearning for news. 
The immediate provocation for the statement 
was the report that Vanderbilt was a party to 
a scheme of Cammack’s for depressing the 
market. But the bears did not need the help 
of the great capitalist. The list went down 
on its merits: The settlement of the railroad 
quarrel is good enough as far as it goes, but 
the promise of business for the next three 
months is so poor that there is every proba- 
bility of rate-cutting, not only on the North- 
western roads, but on the trunk lines. The 
prices of stocks are in many cases very low, 
but it is difficult te see what there will be in 
the business of the roads to put them up 
before fall. The recent financial statements 
of the trunk lines are very unfavorable, and 
the competition is hot all around. Deacon 
White will probably have occasion for 
manths yet to mourn the depravity of a 
stock-list which refuses to boom. 

The bulls still have cheap money on their 
side. Rates are lower in this country than 
they ever were before, and the | tendency is 
downward. Funds are accumulating at the 
centres, and with some bankers it is already 
a serious question what shall be done with 
their deposits the coming summer. With 
the subsidence of the war excitement in Eu- 
rope the Bank of England rate has been re- 
duced to 8 per cent, and if the prospects of 
peace continue it will no doubt go lower. 
But the situation is in gratifying contrast 
with that of a year ago, when we were on the 
verge ofa panic. There is now no considera- 
ble anxiety as to-any feature of the money 
market, barring the silver question, The 
gold supply in the country is large, and the 
recent reduction in the rates for toreign ex- 
change postpones exports of that metal. The 
officials of the Treasury Department seem, 
however, somewhat exercised as to the Gov- 
ernment’s ability to hold on to its hoard of 
gold. 

The distribution of merchandise is unsatis- 
factory. The dry-goods, iron, and coal trades 
try to put @ pleasant face on affairs, but they 
are not conspicuously successful. It is evi- 
dent that the supply of cotton fabrics is ex- 
cessive. Lumber appears to be firm at the 
recent adyance, and the stock of logs is not 
so large as it was last year at this time. The 
activity of the flour manufacture is greater 
than ever before, and millers are complain- 
ing of the scarcity of the most desirable 
grades of wheat. The labor riots at Lemont 
are by no means indicative of the temper of 
the laboring population throughout the coun- 
try. Wages have been reduced everywhere, 
but in most cases employés have seen the 
necessity for the reduction and have submit- 
ted. There have been very few new strikes 
of late. After a winter of great severity and 
much suffering among the laboring popula- 
tion the labor market is quiet. It is not prob- 


| able that there will be many reductions of 


foree or wages in the iron and coal trade dur- 
ing the summer, but present signs point to 
the stoppage of some textile machinery. 


HIGHER EDUCATION. 

The sale of the Chicago University last 
week for debt suggests a question in regard 
to the real value of such institutions at the 
present day. If this were the only case of 
long-continued struggle against adversity by 
an establishment the ostensible aim of which 
is so praiseworthy, it might be set down en- 
tirely to bad management. But the cases in 
which universities and colleges in the United 


States have for years been barely able to ex- . 


ist are so numerous that there must be some 
more general reason, which includes the less 
in this particular instance. Cne is forced to 
the conclusion that there are more of them 
“than are wanted, or that they do not furnish 
the article that is renee by the public, or 
perhaps botb.

pear to be large, but there is only about one. 


to every 200,000 souls in the United States, 
while the statistics of the last census show 
that the average daily school attendance is 
one-eighth of the entire population. 

There is, speaking roughly, only one col- 
lege for every 25,000 of those in this country 
who actually attend school. As, however, 
there were, five years ago, 5,400 high schools 
to finish what the more elementary ones had 
begun, and as the great mass is practically 


limited to a very short course ot formal in- 


struction, we may say that there is no press- 


ing need for more of the still higher class | 


or likely to be for several years to come. 
The quality of the article furnished by them 
is more open to question. It is undoubtedly 
faulty in this, that it is not up to the require- 
ments of the age, though it answered very 
well the limited craving for knowledge that 
was felt by a few in the old days. It is not 
so very long ago that a small quantity of his- 
tory, languages, and the mathematics, with 


a somewhat larger volume of theological and 


metaphysical lore, comprised about all that 
there was to learn. But within the last few 
score years natural philosophy chemistry, 
natural history, and physiology, have de- 
veloped themselves into sciences, and their 
application to the uses of every-day life has 
revolutionized the world. Presenting a new 
set of facts to be compared, they have been the 


means of a wondrous amplification of the. 
science of comparison itself. The knowledge 


of two centuries ago was to that of today but 
as the child’s primer is to the encyclopedia 
that contains an epitome of the sum of Human 
knowledge. | 

The people who conduct the great majority 
of our colleges do not seem to be aware of 
this, and perhaps it is not too much to say 


that none of them fully realize it. It they 
do, their actions fail to show the appreciation | 


of what is to thinking men outside a self-evi- 


dent truth. A glance at their published pro- 

grams for teaching the young idea how to 
shoot shows that Greek and Latin, mathe- 
matics, and mental and moral philosophy are 


the staple dishes of the literary feast with all 


of them; and comprise all, from the eggs to 
the apples, in not a few cases. Some of them 
have recently catered to the popular want so 
far as to introduce the natural sciences, but 
in such hdémeopathic doses that they fail to 


give a taste for study to be pursued after the 
college career has closed. 
er eansequence of this is that 


‘the ordinary ren not only does 
not fit a young man to earn his way thro 
life after he has completed his education.“ 
but it absolutely does much to unfit him for 
taking ils place among men by fostering no- 
tions which are got rid of only after years 
of rubbing against the cold that he meets 
with. The ord education is 
little else than a replication of the course of 
study already passed through in the high- 
school. And it is equally true that our best 
high-schools give a quality (and quantity) of 
instruction fully equal to that offered by the 
average college course. The Chicago high- 
schools could fairly challenge comparison at 
any time in the last ten years with the uni- 
versity that has just been sold out to the 
highest bidder. It would seem that the high- 
est aim of a university education should be to 
help the student to understand the applica- 
tion of his preylously-acquired knowledge to 
the facts of every-day life and widen out his 
mental horizon by giving at least an occasional 


glimpse of the world of thought and fact out- 


side, so that he could realize that he is only 
just beginning his education instead of finish- 
ing it. Probably we should not err in assert- 
ing that the success achieved by such a man 
as Garfield was not so much owimg to the 
energy that led him to work hard to obtain a 
college education as to the fact that his early 
contact with the world prevented him from 
having so much to unlearn. He understood 
no small part of the problem of life ata point 
where others are ignorant of thé existence of 
such a problem to be solved individually by 
them. 


THE SAFETY OF THE OPERA HALL. 

The Fire Marshal and the Building In- 
spector, in pursuance of the resolution re- 
cently passed by the Common Council for 
the inspection of the opera hall in the Ex- 
position Building, visited that structure Sat- 
urday afternoon, when it was filled witha 
large audience, and decided that it was unsafe 
for two reasons: first, because the walls of 
the building are not strong enough to bear 
the extra strain which has been placed upon 
them; and second, because the interior 
wooden shell is a fire-trap from which, in 
case of fire, few people could make their 
escape. It is understood that these officials 
will report in accordance with this decision 
this evening to the Common Council If 
they are-correct in their judgment, most cer- 
tainly the inside structure should either be 
strengthened and protected against danger 
from fire or it should be removed altogether. 

In this connection, however, the public 
would like to be enlightened on one or two 
points. First, how is it that these officials 
have discovered this insecurity so suddenly ? 
The plans, specifications, and diagrams of the 
auditorium were published in the daily pa- 
pers months ago. It was open to the public 
during the entire time of its construction. 
An opera festival was held in it lasting two 
weeks, and it was crowded to suffocation dur- 
ing that time. How is it that these officials 
did not find out its insecurity until this late 
day? Why was it that they allowed over a 
hundred thousand people to risk their lives 
in this frail structure? Why was it that an- 
other immense audience, including hundreds 
of children, was allowed to occupy it Satur- 
day last? If the building is so insecure, why 
was not some note of warning sounded long 
before this? If any Uisaster had happened, 
would not these dilatory and careless officials 
have been responsible for it? It it was con- 
strueted and has since been in use for several 
weeks in total violation of the city ordi- 
nances, as the Building Inspector says, what 
has he been about that he has not discovered 
it before this time ? 

There is another view of 8 A fort- 
night before the opera festival opened the 
daily press published intimations from cor- 
respondents to the effect that the building 
was not safe, and urged an inspection to see 
if there were any foundation for such state- 
ments. In order to allay public apprehension 
the festival managers requested these very 
officials to examine the building and give 
their judgment about its safety. They did 
so. They went to the building with the 
managers just before it was ready for occu- 
pation. They inspected every part of it, and 
they reported that it was perfectly safe; and 


it was on the strength of their report that 


the papers assured the public there was no 
danger. 

It is hard to reconcile the present action of 
these officials with their action at that time. 
If they are honest in their opinion, then cer- 
tainly they have been wofully derelict in their 
duties or else they are not sufficiently intelli- 


gent to perform them. The public, there- 


fore, would like to hear an explanation from 
them. It would also like to know what 
motive is influencing the Common Council to 
call. for an investigation at this particular 
time and whether it is intended as a notifica- 
tion to the managers who have, leased it for 
the summer that they had better see some 
of the members of the Council before they 
begin operations. Let it be understood that 
the building ought to come down if it is really 
unsafe; but, as the Council has already allowed 
over 120,000 people to expose their lives in 
it, and the proposed summer season will not 
commence for some time yet, there is ample 
time to explain the situation so that there 
shall be no suspicion of corruption or black- 
mail before the work of demolition begins. 


OUR CATTLE QUARANTINE. 

The much-dreaded cattle disease is reported 
to have disappeared from Callaway County, 
Missouri, and arrangements for shipping the 
animals to market have been resumed—with a 
qualification. It is agreed that cattle from 
Missouri may be admitted to this State on an 
official certification that they are not afflicted 
with any contagious disease. As such cer- 
tificate will be regular if issued by any au- 
thorized assistant of the State Veterinarian, 
and as that officer may appoint as many as- 
sistants as he deems necessary, the business 
may be said to be practically resumed, though 
it is ordered that the whole of a lot of cattle 
must be detained if only one among them 
is found to be affected, and the offi- 
cers are instructed personally ‘to exam- 
ine every animal before allowing it to pass. 
Chicago can now count on the weekly receipt 
of several thousand head more of cattle than 
would be handled here if the restrictions of 
the last fortnight were made perpetual, Mis- 
souri sends more cattle to this market annu- 
ally than does any other State except lowa. 
It may seem strange that the stockmen of 
Missouri persistently avoid St. Louis, though 
she stands with open arms in the path that 
leads from their stock farms to Chicago. But 
they do. They can depend on finding a mar- 
ket here at all seasons and under all condi- 
tions, our meat-packing interests being large 
enough to keep the trade steady amid the 
inevitable fluctuations in the demand for 
shipment; while the latter is 80 large as to 
prevent the wide ebb and flow of prices that 
are met with at most other points. 

Hence, from selfish considerations alone, 
Chicago is vitally interested in seeing to it 
that the integrity of our market is preserved. 
It could not be expected to increase, or even 
to retain its present magnitude, with a loss

The recently finished sa- 
cred edifice is a handsome structure of brick, 
capable of seating 1,800 people, and cost 
$75,000. The exterior is plain and unorna- 
mented, save the pinnacles upon the gabled- 
roof, but the whole is in entire harmony and 
the effect is pleasing. The style of architect is 
A square tower at the northwest 
corner adds to the symmetry of the bullding, 
and prevents any appearance of monotony. 


The interior finishing is light, the frescoing 


being in admirable taste and not glaring, as is 
too often the case where a loud rather than u 
softened effect is sought. The main assembly- 
room, or church proper, is capable of seating 
1,200, while to the south of this is the lecture- 
room, provided with a gallery, divided from 
the auditorium by doors which slide upward, 
with a seating capacity of 600. 


The organ, placed at the north end of the 


building, is a fine instrument, its tones being 
full, mellow, and soft. Below is the choir 
gallery, and beneath that, but little raised 
above the level of the auditorium, is the pas- 
tors desk. The woodwork of the interior of 
the church is finished in cherry. Appropriate 
mottoes are inscribed on the walls on either 
side of the pulpit-desk. 

The attendance upon yesterday’s morning, aft- 
ernoon, and evening gervices tested the seat- 
ing capacity of the edifice to its utmost, every 
pew and available chair being filled and the 
aisies and passages in auditorium, lecture- 
room, and gullery crowded with interested 


listeners standing up. At the morning service 
the first Scripture lesson was read by the Rev. 
A. A. Edwards, D. D., editor of the Northwestern 
Christian Advocate, the prayer being delivered 
by the Rey. Bishop S. M. Merrill of Chicago. 
After the reading of the second Scripture les- 
son by the Rev. Luke Hitchcock, Presiding El- 
der of the Chicago District, the Rev. Dr. New- 
man of New York guve out the hymn, in the 
singing of which all joined. The sermon was 
delivered by the Hey. Bishop H. W. Warren of 
Denver, Colo. During the progress of the ex- 
ercises Mrs. M. L. Watrous rendered two solas 
—a selection and Come Unto Me.“ Prof. Louis 
Falk presiding atthe organ. Bishop Warren 
pronounced the benediction. 

The afternoon exercises were opened with a 
solo and quartet, ** Like as a Father.“ the Rev. 
Dr. John Wilhamson of Chicago leading in the 
responsive reading. <A prayer was delivered by 
the Rev. Dr. Hatfield of this city, after which 
the beautiful solo, Ruth and Naomi,” was 
rendered by Mrs. Watrous. The hymn was 
given out by the Rev. E. Green 
of the Eighth Presbyterian Church, another 
solo, Not Ashamed of Christ.“ was given by 
Mrs: Watrous. and then the Rev. J. P. New- 
man delivered the sermon, taking as his text 
“Without boliness no man can see the Lord.” 
The preacher began by saying that the laws of 
God are absolute and irrevocable, and are 
founded upon the fact of ownership. We are 
God's and He gives us His laws, which we are 
to obey, because He has the right to do so from 
the mere fact of ownership. It is so with 
every kind of earthly government—that 
those who live under it and secure 
its protection must obey its laws. We 
have the benefit of God's protection, and there- 
fore why not obey the laws He das laid down 
for us? Christ is the only religious teacher 
who goes back of the act, back of the word, 
back of the thought, back of the motive, and 
searches the very depth of man’s beart. God 
does not judge man from one act, but rather 
from the motive of which that act was the ef- 
fect. The reverend gentieman then proceeded 
to give notable instences of character as ex- 
emplifed in great men, among them Cesar. 
who was ambitious beyond all comparison: 
Voltaire, volatile and sneering; Hume, 
painstaking and plodding, yet tenacious 
of a conclusion when reached. Men 
are o de judged differentiy ‘because 
of the great existing differences in their char 
acters, but in the main there is one standard of 
judgment, and to that God strictly adheres, as 
was expressed in the text, to the effect that if 
a man was without holiness he could not see the 
Lord. Men were very careless—almost habitu- 
ally so—regarding the care and development of 
their moral natures, and to this very careles- 
ness, which in a measure approached criminal 
ity, was due the lack of religion and reverence 
which we so often saw, even among men from 
whom we would naturaily expect different re- 
sults. God was exacting regarding obedience 
to His laws, and this was not unnatural when it 
was considered what He and His Son had done 
for men. 

In the evening the responsive reading was led 
by the pastor, the Rev. W. H. Burne, the hymn 
being given out by the Rev. Mr. Bristol. After 
prayer by the Rey. Dr. Newman Mrs. Kittie 
Houghton rendered a solo, Better Land, and 
then thé Rev. Bishop Warren read the Scrip- 
ture lesson: Isaiab x.; 1-11; 17-22. The ser- 
mon was delivered by the Rev. F. M. Bristol of 
Trinity M. E. Church. The exercises for ths 
week are of a most interesting character, sey- 
eral reverend gentiemen prominent in the 
Methodist denomination bemg among those to 
address the audience. 


ROLLER-SKATING. ö 

** Roller-Skates and Skating-Rinks was the 
subject of the Rev. Thomas E. Green’s sermon 
at the Eighth Presbyterian Church last even- 
ing. Afteralengthened introduction on amuse- 
ments in general, Mr. Green said: 

I have been asked to speak of the skating- 
rink, and I have led you thus up te the consid- 
eration of it, that you might see in it to begin 


with—not on the one side a sort of 
rhythmic paradise, nor on the other, . 
as a fanatical religious paper calied it 


recently, a crater of hell, and suggested 
a warfare against the devil with dyna- 
mite—but simply an attempt at amuse- 
ment lately come into vogue, and hence much 
discussed. Some one the other day wished it 
had been made an issue in the late campaign, 
To skate or not to skate? 
been decided by the vote of the people. I 
have been asked a score of times to answer 
this question. I have been to see the skating- 
rink, and, asI can judge, there are things to 
commend and things to condemn. Now, don't 
listen to only one side of this ana say J ap- 
proved roiler-skating or disapproved it, but 
listen to both praise and blame; there is a good 
deal of both. 

I see in roller-skating many things to praise. 
First, it is amusement, pure and simple. There 


Is no strain or mental burden in it; there is no 


effort required save as one chooses to enlist. 
Second, there is in it admirable physical exer- 
cise. It calls into requisition every muscle 
and joint of the body; it is boating with- 
out the risk of a spill, a pond without 
any danger of frozen ears or wet feet. 
It quickens the circulation, expands the chest, 
Strengthens the limbs, gives color.to the cheek 
and sparkle to the eye. It is the best physical 
exercise I have ever seen, if it be used. and not 
abused. It is the best remedy for sallow, puny 
life we have ever found. Third, it breeds 
grace and ease of movement. It is like any 
other rhythmic, graceful motion moving to 
music; it cultivates gracefulness and elegance 
of carriage and adds to the *eauty and sy m- 
metry of life. Aud that is a part of the true 
ideal of life. Look at the Apollo Belvedere. 
Can you fancy such a figure shuffling along 
coming down this aisle, stepping with heels 


first, making noise enough for a 
Cardif gant, and slouchmg into a 
seat like a half-drunken brawier? Don't you 


think it adds to the beauty and charm of 4 
young lady if she walk with straight and even 
carriage and with elastic step, rather than 
shuffle along, bent and awkward? 

But now, while these things are so, while 
you may gain amusement, grace, and strength 
from the skating-rink better than any other 
form of amusement we ever had, I found as 
many things tocondemn. The evil was not in 
the use of the rink, butin the abuse. I found 
nothing inherently wrong in roller-skating— 
nothing that would justify the question I heard 
& person ask a young lady the other day: 
How would you like to have the Lord see you 
coming out of a skating-rink?”’ I protest 
agaiust that current distortion of Our Blessed 
— Pike 2 — like to meet Him if I 

ere ming ou a saloon, stagge 
besotted stupidity; nor it I were coming out 


of a gambiing-house with ill-gotten gains; nor 


if I were coming from business, where the day 
had been stained with questionable transac- 
tions.

PROF. SWING. 

The subject of Prot. David Swing’s discourse 
at Central Church yesterday was Spiritual 
Estates. He used the following text: 

Visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the chil- 
dren * the third and fourth generations. — Erodus, 
T.. 

The speaker said that the life of an individ- 
ual never began and ended in himself. The 
procession of thougbt and action which filed 
along through the three-score and ten years of 
the special personage was organized before it 
came to the particular soul, and it would move 


on and be dispersed or widened out and en- 


larged far beyond the grave of the special 
heart of any name and greatness. There was, 
he beld, no such an article as an independent 
mind—all such independence being only com- 
parative. What should be expected of a singie 
member of society was that what passes along 
through that one mind sball be in some way 
modified, made purer and larger. or more beau- 
tiful, or more useful. Even genius couid ac- 
complish but little as a creator, but it could 
become the agent of a great advance and 
could thus rank next to the Une who made the 
human race in its strange beginning. The ex- 
pression ** self-made*’ contained, he thought, 
a certain kind of possibility, but it contained 
also a large element of the impossible, for no 
self-made man bad ever formed his own lau- 
guage, or arts, or sciences, or politics. Even 
Benjamin Franklin did not make himself. 
He was made by the preceding centuries of 
England, Germany, and France. The whole 
seventeenth century was busy in the forma- 
tion of the Franklins, Washingtons, and Jeffer- 
sons, but along came at last these individual 
wills; they took up the materials in and around 
themselves and reorganized them by means of 
a marvelous addition and subtraction. In that 
passion for liberty which these men revealed. 
there lay the enthusiasm or the Greeks, of 
Brutus, of many Homans, Germans, Swiss, 
French, and Britons. Each hero ot the several 
epochs dying, left something for the third and 
fourth generations. Individual duty was parily 
to be exhausted in finding the fact and the 
merit of these spiritual estates, and then in de- 
veloping these estates until this intellectnal 
and emotional inheritance should pass to the 
fourth generation much more valuable than it 
was when it passed from the first to the second, 
or from the second to the third. 

Lite, he asserted, was not made the less re- 
sponsible by this fact that we are all flowing in 
a great stream. If we were not wholly the 
creators of our own choice, and were thus 
something which the Greeks pictured as chi- 
dren of fate, there was one thought that came 
between man and moral innocence, and that 
thought was that we are responsibie for the 
shape to be assumed by the generations lying 
If this age could go back and 
find in the past a reason for many of its vices, 
so the next generation could look back to this 
nineteenth century and find here the seeds of 
its unhappiness. By as much as the individ- 
ual was discharged from the claims of the 
past he was retained by the sorrows of 
the future, and the guilt which could 
not come down from the yesterday comes as 
heavily from the morrow. Thus must each 
mortal bear a load of responsibilty, if not in 
what was betore be came it would be in what 
was to follow him, I life was a sweeping 
stream which made usin its flow, so account- 
ability was also a sweeping stream which 
touched every mind and heart as it moved on- 
ward. 

When slightly tempted, Adam fell. Upon 
nim rested the sfuilt, and Calvinism was wrong 
in asking that the people of this generation be 
arrested and convicted forthe sin of an an- 
cestor. While this was good reasoning, there 
was after all little heip to be found in it, be- 
cause such reasoning would tell one that he 
must be the Adam of tomorrow. Suffering 
millions in the next age would look back and 
exclaim: ‘“*What moral cowards were those 
nineteenth century men and women! Placed 
in an eden of liberty, wisdom, and genius, they 
fell from their high estate, and, yielding only 
to slight temptations, they wore garments of 
sackcloth and ashes for us, their children.“ 
It was almost certain, be said, that Nhat is 
called public life, whether it be that of illustri- 
ous individuals orof the Kings, Presidents, 
and all great officials, held the third and fourth 
generations under its baneful or beneficent 
spell. Anything that clotheda person witb 
unusual charm created anew relation to the 
multitude, and since gen us, eloquence, and 
political station attracted the lougest and most 
fixed gaze these became the great makers of 


destiny. Although there were a thousand 


millions of people on the earth they did not 
contribute equally to its glory or shame. 
The moment any person appeared to be emi- 
nent for any cause the millions began to raise 
their eyes, and, if the person were indeed in 
some manner impressive, these worshipers 
soon began to wear the qualities contained in 
their great or little divinity. The decline of 
Rome began with its great men. Fabrjci-1s the 
inflexibie lived 300 years, Aristides Just 
500, before that Nero-period when the aim of 
the most conspicuous was to be more and more 
animal and less and less man. It was not illog- 
ical to cuppose that could some power, human 
or divine, bave kept in sight of the Roman 
people a hundred great men, that guif would 
never have yawned which swallowed up the 
millions who came into being at the beginning 
of our era. When their lights had been extin- 
N the people stumbled and fell by myr- 
ads. 

Thus it appeared that in our relations to the 
city, and the State, ana the Nation we should 
toil bard to place in power men who would be 
a light to the people and not a midnight gloom, 
causing them to tall into mire and deep pits. 

THE REV. DR. LORIMER. 

Atthe Immanuel Baptist Church the Rev. 
George C. Lorimer discoursed in a somewhat 
pessimistic strain upon the deplorabie tendency 
of the age toward shams. The sermon found 
Scriptural inspiration in the words of the 
prophet, inveighing against the folly of ** build- 
ing with untempered mortar,’’ and in the anal- 
ogous parabie in the New Testament of the 
man who builded his house upon the sand. 
The ancient civilizations furnished abun- 
dant. instances. of the degeneracy of 
a people givén upto the observance of out- 
werd trivolities. The ornate but enervated 
structure reared about the boasted splendors 
of the Court of Augustus gave way before the 
onslaught of the barbarous hordes from the 
North and passed into historv as an illustrious 
example of the wisdom of the prophet’s words. 
The Goths and Vandais were rude instruments 
for the working out of God’s law, but they had 
merit of an intense and brutal 
They were no sbams. The 
whether the civili- 
of present day is not 
tending in the direction of defeat from the 
same causes. There are ample proofs of apre- 
dilection for sham which bode no good for the 
future. To begin wita material things: The 
country has just been electrified with the hor- 
ror of a tenement-bouse disaster in New York. 
A building reared ostensibly for the shelter of 
the working people crumbies into dust and 
suddenly becomes the biazing tomb of 
number -of its wretched occupants. 
such buildings are stand- 

How many houses are 
built with no regard for permanent usetui- 
ness? Such shams, like all shams, are stupid, 
for they defeat their own objects, pesforce; 
they are cruel, for they teem with disaster and 
death for the wretched people who are made 
their victims. It is feared that much modern 
education is run inthe same mold. Educators 
deciare that the system does nothing more 
than to glaze over the outward defects of the 
pupil with an artificial coating of non-essentials. 
There is no effort toward solid acquirement; 
no work upon the foundation that must bear 
the upper-structure while it endures; no thor- 
oughness. Is there no sham in our religion? 
We hear church people inveizghing against the 
prevaience of crime and corruption in their 
midst. Do they ever ask themselves bow much 
they might do, through personal effort and tne 


medium of church work, for the amelioration. 


of the public morals? It is doubtful how 
far the average churoh-goer would go in a 
directon that would lead him to work, in- 
stead of talk, for the cause to which he pro- 
esses to be devoted, This is a part of the same

water, steam and electricity, he can tunnel 
mountains, traverse oceans, and bridge over 
even the arms of the sea. The social life 
of man has always moved side by side with 
his physical condition. When savage, man 
fought with stones and axes and devoured his 
food raw. He knew nothing of high principle 
or noble sentiment, nothing of the respect for 
womanhood or the sacred light of home. 
Among the Kaffers and the Zulus a man who 
wanted a wife knocked her down with a club 
and carried her to his lodge. With the gradual 
growth of knowledge and truth, the woman 
earned greater freedom of choice. Sbe was 
allowed to ride a race to escape from ber suitor 
it she chose, or ber lover would walk about ber 
seven times in a circle to enable her to weigh 
bis qualifications. But now in the light of a 
civilization founded upon the truth the 
nuptial bond is sealed by mutual attractions, 
by barmonious intellectual pursuits, by the 
biending qualities of heart and soul. It is 
knowledge of the truth that has brought about 
this revolution—-knowledge that woman is the 
equai of man. 

Under the old reign of error authority was 
the leading motive of government. Might 
made right, and the King who found a neigh- 
boring tribe crouching at his mercy sought for 
no pretext for an invasion but considered bis 
power the best excuse for his tyranny. In 
those days the King was the only man who was 
free. Sennacherib, Nebuchadnezzar, and 
Alexander thought nothing of the siaughter of 
countless victims, for the great principle of 
the brotherhood of man was undiscovered. 
Now that truthis known and the truth has 
made us free. a 

In the dark days there were some bright lights, 
but they were solitary. China had its Lao-tse 
and its Confucius, Zoroaster lived in Persia, 
Buddha in India, Socrates in Greece, but these 
men were not the measure of the common 
thought of their fellows, and in the expiring 
gasps of the great Greek religion Socrates was 
put to death, and our Savior perished after 
him. They were both martyrs to ignorance 
before the truth had set men free. 

The life of woman was low in those dim 
days. The mere domestic wife wus a drudge, 
and though there must always have been some 
sentiment of chivairy in the breast of man, 
the true companions of the thinker and the 
statesman were Aspasia, and Sappho, and 
Cleopatra, 

In the middle ages religion had degenerated 
to fear, and then came Dante with his hell of 
unspeakable horrors. Many centuries of civ- 
ilization nad to struggle with witchcraft and 
intellectual slavery before the truth could 
make men free. 

The emancipating power of truth has famil- 
iar practical applications. Write over the fires 
that devastate a city, **‘ Want of knowledge“; 


write over the disasters that send hun- 
areds of souls to the bottom ot 
tne sea, Want of knowledge.“ A time 


will surely come when men will build houses 
that cannot burn. when man will be able to 
cope with the anger of the winds ana ocean. 
Write over the lives of men who spend their 
breath for the mere acquisition of wealth, 
Want of knowledge of the true boons of life“; 
write over the career ** the selfish politioian, 
“Want of knowledge the principles that ani- 
mated Hamulton, Washington, and Sumner; 
write over voluptuary. Want ot knowledge 
that his body is the temple of the living God.“ 
As the Master himself said, ** Ye know not 
what ye do, fot had they known they would 
not have have crucified the Lord of Glory. 


A PARISH REPORT. 

At the morning service yesterday in the 
Church of the Ascension, corner of La Salle 
avenue and Elm street, the pastor, the Rev. 
Father Edward A. Larrabee, read the annual 
parish report, whisb was due last Easter Mon- 
day, but was unavoidably delayed. The 
report showed the following compara- 
tive figures: Attendance at Sunday 
mass in 1884, 2,884; during 
2.908; high mass, 1884, 14,040; 
total attendance at ali services, 1884, 38,825;

STATEMENT OF CAR MOVEMENTS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 10.—[Special.]—In 
the week ending May 9 the five Western roads 
brought into this station 2,947 loaded cars as 
follows: Vandalia, 1,018; Cincinnati, Indian- 
apolis, St. Louis & Chicago, 765; Illinois & St.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 10.—The Secre- 
taries’ conference of the T. M. C. A. of the 
United States and Canada held devotional ex- 
ercisestnis morning.

Lighting Rallroad-Cars with Carbon- 
ated Air. 

A number of prominent railway officials in- 

spected last Saturday at the Fort Wayne depot 

a new system of lighting railroad-cars, which 


has been on trial on one of the cars of the, 


Pennsylvania limited express. The Pennsy!- 
vania officials say it not only gives a more 
brilliant illumination than any other light. but 
that it is also much cheaper, can bo more easily 
regulated, affords perfect ventilation for the 
cars, and prevents all danger of setting cars 
on fire in case of accident. The new invention 
is calied the Frost system of carbonated air for 
lighting cars. Each car is provided with 
a storage cylinder holding compressed air, 
which is supplied from the air-brake service. 
A-copper cylinder is suspended underneath 
the car capable of withstanding a pressure of 
200 pounds. The cylinder is divided into nar- 
row compartiwents, arranged vertically, ex- 
tending the length of the cylinder through 
which the air has to pass. These chambers 
are filled with a porous capillary material 
which is saturated with light volatile oil (gaso- 
line). The air passing through this material 
takes up the hydro-carbon from the oil in 
proper proportions for illuminating purposes. 
The air from the compressing cylinder passes 
through a pressure-reguiator, reducing tne 
pressure from air-brake pressure, which is 
usualiy about eighty pounds, to about five 
pounds before passing through the cylinder or 
carbonator. This is to secure safety in case of 
accident and preveats escape of compressed 
gas. The gas outiet passes from a copper 
cylinder through ordinary gas-pipe to the 
lamps. The gas burns in an inclosure consisting 
of giass bowl below and porcelain top above. 
This protects the flame from the external drafts 
of air and allows a steady light when the 
doors and windows are open. The charging 
apparatus is simply an oil can attached to 


suitable pipes connecting with the copper 
cylinder which enabies the entire material to 


be saturated and charged in five minutes’ time,

Sale of the Connotton Valley Road. 

Canton, O., May 9.—[Special. |—The Connot- 
ton Valley Railway, narrow gage, 164 miles, 
running from Cleveland to Canton, and brauch- 
ing here, one branch going southeast forty 
miles to Sherrodsville and the Connotton coal 
regions, aud the other sixty miles southwest to 
Coshocton, on the Pan-Handle Road. was sold 
today upon petition of the New England Trust 
Company, which has extensive claims against 
the company. A. N. Parlin, on behalt of Will- 
iam J. Roach, J. B. Thomas, W. O. Chapman, 


and A. N. Parlin of Boston, trust- 
ees of the Reorganizing Committee 
of stockholders ' and bondholders, did 


$635,000 for the whole property and 
tendered a check for $31,755, 5 per cent of the 
amount bid, no other bids being offered. Spe- 
cial Master Commissioner Briggs accepted this 
and declared the sale made. There will bea 
meeting called Wednesday, June 24, at the of- 
fice of the General: Manager of the road in 
Cleveland to elect directors and determine upon 
a name for the new compauy. The directors 
will then elect officers, and will on or about 
July 1 receive the road from the hands of the 
receiver. While none of the Eastern men 
or officisls would make any statement, it 
is reported about that the stockholders and 
bondholders who favor the reorganization 
scheme will reorganize the company, convert 
all the bonds and old stock into preferred 
stock, and thus wipe out the old indebtedness 
and rebond the road and make it standard gage, 
extending the Carrollton Division from Sher- 
rodsvilie to Bowerstown, on the Pan-Handle, 
and the Coshocton Division to Canes ville. 
where it will connect with the Baltimore & 
Ohio and the Straitsville coal regions. 

The Connotton Road was built about four 
years ago by Boston capitalists, who put money 
into the noted narrow-gage success, the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande, were enthused by the suc- 
cess in that venture, and were led to expect 
similar returns in Ohio. Over $7,000,000 have 
teen invested in the construction of the road, 
and hence it sold today for less than 10 per cent 
of its cost. The great difficulties bave been 
that the Connotton is nearly a parallel line 
to the Valley Railway from Canton to Cleve- 
land, and the gage has prevented it from being 
other than a local coal road on account of the 
impracticabllity of transferrmg car load freight 
to roads of compromise gage. At the price 
paid and made standard gage it will become 
a valuable property. Much right of way is se- 
cured and considerable grading is done for the 
proposed extensions, both of which pass with 
the property.

THE “GOMBAULT” SCANDAL. 

Among the exhibiters this year appears a 
new name, that of M. Wilfrid Beauquesne, 
who seems destined to win a high reputation 
if he keeps the promises of his beginnings, 
and who, probably, would never have emerged 
irom obscurity but for a swindle of which he 
and an eminent picture-dealer were the vic- 
tims. Four years ago the dealer, whom I shall 
designate as M. B., received the visit of a com- 
missioner in pictures, who offered to him four 
military subjects signed Gombault. Who is 
Gombault? asked B. Nobody ever bad heard 
of Gombauit; Gombault was completely un- 
known in the trade, but the pictures pleased, 
and B. not only bougbt them, but promised 
to take as many more Gombaults as the com- 
missioner chose to fetch him, requesting to be 
put into direct .communication with the 
artist, who deserved encouragement.’’ 
The other agreed to do 80, but 
never managed the interview; Gombault 
was sick, Gombault was busy, Gombault was 
out of town—in short, Gombault became a 
sort of Mrs. Harris, and as, after all, Gombault 
continued to work industriously for the dealer, 
the latter ceased to press for a meeting, but 
obtaining permission to do so exhibited in 1880 
and 1881 two compositions inscribed on the 
Catalog as Nos. 953. and 1,555, by Gombault 
(Alfred Emile), born in Paris and residing with 
Mr. B.“ Everything went on swimmungiy, in 
Spite of the continued mystery, until one day 
a bailiff dropped on to Mr. B. in the name and 
on thé account of Mr. Wilfrid Beauquesne, who 
claimed the authorship of the pictures, and 
who accused the seller of forgery. You may 
imagine the scandal. The commission was 
summoned, stamped paper began to shower, 
and then to escape what might.be dan- 
gerous consequences that worthy con- 
fessed that for four years be had em- 
ployed Beauquesne at 40 cents an hour 
to paint pictures which, with a fictitious sig- 
nature, he sold at 2,000 per cent profit. Lucki- 
ly, that matter was arranged; the dealer made 
the acquaintance of the artist and contracted 


with bim for ali bis productions for the next.

Previous to his emancipation 
from that abominabie serfdom Mr. Beauquesne 
bad signed in favor of the drummer 4 promis- 
sory: note for 1,000 francs, of which be af- 
firms to have received between 60 and 70 
francs; alter the emancipation the drummer 
demanded its integral payment, and, failing to 
obtain this, got a judgment from the Tribunal 
of Commerce authorizing the seizure and sale 
of ali the Beauquesne pictures in B.’s shop. 
Appeal has been made against this judg- 
ment worthy of a Boeotian court, but it 
will probably be confirmed. The French 
code, which punishes as a misdemeanor the 
usurpation of a trade-mark on a box of sar- 
dines or a bottle of biacking, yet ignores all 
guilt in the apposition of a false sig- 
nature to a picture—that code of which the 
French so vaunt the perfection—is so framed 
that its interpreters, the big-wigs, could ab- 
solve the usurer, and, in spite of the proof of 
ownership advanced by Mr. B., find against 
him, and for the Jew, ** Whereas all contracts 
between artists and dealers in pictures should 
be assimilated to those kinds of arrangements 
which are made by femmes galantes with their 
upholsterers, with the intention to defraud 
their oreditors. I need ndt add any personal 
commentaries.

A Middle Ground on the Subject of 
Overwork by Children the Ac- 
cepted One. 


Cheap Meals for Scholars and Their In- 
struction in Decorative Art, 
* | Bte, Ete, 


Lonpon, April 24,—[{Special Correspondence. | 
—The Educational Conference which met at 
Manchester has been declared to be by far the 
most important meeting of the kind ever beld 
in Engiand, not only from its delegates, but 
from the original and radical character of tne 


rerorms which were proposed. It may without 
shadow of extreme hope be predicted that from 
this conference wilidate a new era in educa- 
tion in Great Britain. I therefore trust that an 
amount of its proceedings will interest my 
readers. 

The President, who distinguished himself as 
much by nis aptness at the varied business of 
a four days’ meeting as by bis courtesy, was 
the well-known Rt.-Hon. Lord Aberdare, G. C. 
B. (I confess that he made a most favorable 
impression on me by the manner in which, at 
the very outset, turning to a small group of 
us, he urbanely asked if any gentleman would 
make such a sacrifice to the good ot the confer- 
ence as to allow him to poke the fire with his 
umbrella. Nobody **saw” it, but the grandeur 
of the request touched me deeply.) 

The business of the first day, April 14, was 
the discussion of overpressure in elementary 
schools and in higher schools for girls. Papers 
were read by Mr. H. E. Oakiey, W. Hughes, 
James Newbold, and Miss Gray. While it was 
earnestly insisted on the one side that there is 
really no overpressure or excess of study to 
any very injurious degree by those who be- 
lieve that everything is tor the best in this 
best of worlds, I think it was proved beyond 
all dispute by the people of the other side that 
if no one could really prove that none were 
killed outright by cramming quarts of study 
into children who fairly boid only a pint, still 
there are many—very many—who are injured, 
and that for life, in consequence of sucht over- 
work. As I myself at 60 years of age 
still suffer terribly at tifmes in dreams 
as a result of the anxieties at- 
tendant on college examinations forty 
years ago, and as I have seen many instances 
of the evils of exacting more from the young 
than they are fairly capable of doing, I confess 
that my sympathies in this question are all 
with my friend and fellow-olubman. Dr. Greigzh- 
ton Browne, and not with my other friend, 
Mundella. The discussion of this question drew 
from a young medicus who was present à cap- 
ital extempore address in which he, taking 
middle grourfi, fairly proved that there are few 
deaths but much suffering from overpressure. 
Those who bold with Mr. Mundella contend 
that all children who are said to be overtaught 
are simply underted. which is contrary to 
facts, albeit there are cases like that of Carlyle, 
whose whole life was a maddening dyspepsia 
in consequence of cultivating the muses, tenul 
avena, on a little oatmeal while at college. 


CHEAP MEALS FOR SCHOLARS. 

Wednegday was devoted to the now popular 
question of cheap meals for poor school chil- 
dren. Ofthis reform it is said that mean 
parents would take advantage to have their 
children fed entirely atschool. To which one 
may fairly reply that those who oppose a 
measure good for the many because a smal! 
majority will abuse it show themselves more 
shrewd than charitable and quite on à par 
with those who oppose the teaching of writing 
to the poor lest they should take to forgery. 
As for the cost, if parents intend to feed chil- 
dren at all it can be done more cheaply 
through a tax at schoo! than at home. I know 
of three places in London where one can have 
whitebait, roast meat, two vegetables, sweets, 
bread and cheese, all for a shilling, nicely 
served. A kettle of Irish stew and 
a piece of bread would cost here 
about three cents; in Chicago they are really 
sold for one, in the bumblest places, I grant— 
but I have seen the time, and that often during 
the War. when I would bave been precious glad. 
and no discount on it, to get a chance to spend 
the aforesaid cent in the aforesaid eating-house 
ou the above-mentioned I. 8. 

ART IN SCHOOLS. 

Then came a paper by Mrs. Byles on Art in 
Schools (that is to say, on such pictures as 
should be put in schools), and others by Miss 
Emily A. E. Shireff and the Rev. S. A. Stein- 
tha) on the Kindergarten System. Of which 
it may be honestly declared that it is almost 
perfect, but that as yet the world 
does not sufficiently. understand its 
merits to provide for it teachers 
who are in all cases capable of carrying it out. 
When the world and the Democrats shall un- 
derstand that education is of more conse- 
quence than rum and politics we may cometo 
a time when clever people will find so much 
honor and emolument in teaching as to raise 
it quite to a level with the highest callings. If 
all who are concerned in kindergarten were 
like Miss Susan Blow of St. Louis, who has 
honored her country and ennobled berself by 
her labors in the cause, the system would at 
once show that it is ali that Froebel claimed 
forit. A paper was then read by Mr. C. E. 
Paget on Health Requirements in the Con- 
struction of Schools.“ 


EDUCATIONAL REFORMS. 


There was in the evening a converéazione in 
the high school. At this but one paper was 
read, and to this I was appointed. The sub- 
ject was ** Reforms in Education,” and I availed 
myself of the opportunity to make known for 
the first time a system of education which I 
have been for many years slowly developing, 
and which I regard as the main work of my 
lite. It is briefly this: The millions of in- 
stances which existed before the invention of 
writing or printing of men who had incredible 
powers of committing to memory whole libra- 
ries, and which are still found in India, China, 
and Japan, prove that the first thing which we 
ought to teach children is the art of learning. 
Any child of 10 years can be taught in two 
years’ time to achieve feats of memory of 
which pot ope man in a million is now ca- 
pable. Ine system by which this is to be done 
is the simplest conceivable. It consists 
only of very short and easy lessons 


to be got by heart and frequently re- 


peated, the said lessons being merely In mem- 
orizing and without making any double call on 
the intelligence of tue pupil. As at present 
taught in a class of twenty there are perhaps 
one or two who really learn their lessons 
easily, while the rest achieve them with great 
dificulty. I do not think that at school or 
college lever bad an easy lesson in my life. 
This is all wrong. The theury, as in old-fash- 
joned gymuastics, is to train by straining, the 
result being exhaustion instead of develop- 
ment. At Princeton College most of my tasks 
weresimply beyond my capacity, especially in 
matbematics, and I could not have learned 
them in the time allotted, for my life. Fully 
half the class were incapable of mastering 
them perfectly. Step by step the memory can 
be thus raised by easy, gradual effort to 
an incredibie power. To prevent the intellect 
runumg entirely to memory the pupil sbould 
counterbalance it by exercises in quickness of 
perception, ‘beginning with merely mechanical 
efforts much hke games, and advancing to 
mental arithmetic (the creative powers of 
whi are far from being generally under- 
stood) and practice in repeating passages con- 
tain ideas which require rapid exertion to 
master. To correct and balance this develop- 
ment of memory and quickness of perception 
the learner should now take up industrial art, 
or learn simple design and its development in 
modeling, woodwork, etc. This awakens the 
constructive faculty, which, strangely, in turn 
acts upon, develops, and matures the 
intellectual facuities. Now it was the latter, 
or the art work alone, in which I ever antici- 
pated any difficulty as to practical realization. 
Memorizing and quickness of perception have 
been developed millions of times to a miracu- 
lous extent. Therefore I set to work in teach- 
ing art industries first, with success. There 
are sixty schools in England founded on my 
system getting on admirably. The address was 
warmly and frequentiy applauded, the entire 
audience being manifestly @eeply interested in 
it. As the London Times specially commented 
on it with approbation, and as I have assur- 
ances that certain persons interested in educa- 
tion intend to take the system up and test it, I 
feel somewhat consoled for the fact that a MS. 
by me setting it forth has been refused by al- 
most every publisher in America, the alieged 


nstitution, which is a practical 
school in which bors are tavebt, with 
studies, to become “ live” me- 


noted nothmg considered speciaily 

or new in his remarks. I then read a paper on 
Lessons to Children in setting forth the 
system which I have taught for some years, ehow- 
ing the method to be pursued in introducing 
hand work to schools and f or estab- 
lishing classes for it. Mr. Walter Smith, who 
for many years taught drawing in Boston, then 
ruse and galled special attention to the fact 
that the two Americans who had just spoken 
(Prof. Woodward and myself) haa specially in- 
siated on the absolute necessity of teaching all 
children not merely drawing, but design, ana 
not design alone, but its practical application 
as it was developed. He spoke of his own er- 
perience in teaching design with draw- 
ing in America, and assured the 
audience, especially the Manchester manu- 
facturers, that in this respect America was far 
in advance of England, ‘and that unless they 
bestirred themselves over here they would 
very soon find America far in advance of them 
not only in practical art but in all its develop- 
ments, as, for instance, pattern muslins, em- 
broideries, metal work, etc. This made a great 
impression on the audience, and one or 
two who rose to comment on it also 
spoke of the energy and originality 
shown by America in this respect. 
The Rev. H. D. Rawnsley, 
thwaite, a man of remarkable cleverness ana 
energy, gave an account of his village art 
school, one of those embraced in the Home 
Arts Association. He exhibited a great num- 
ber of admirable pieces of repoussé or sheet- 
brass work, such as large sulvers, plaques, and 
trays. The work was very beautiful, and 
every piece of it had been executed by village 
school-children of Keswick, or else by common 
farm laborers, not one of whom had before 
October, 1884, ever heard of art or art work. 
Mr. Rawusley's school has met all its expenses 
thus far by the sale of this work. 

That evening tnere was a public meeting for 
work-people in the large hall of the Technica) 
School of which I have spoken. At this meet- 
ing eddresses were delivered by Prof. Wood- 
ward and Prof. Ripper on technological edu- 
canon, by Miss Wright on cookery, and by my- 
self on teaching the minor arts, and on their 
value as a means of recreation and keeping 
men out of mischief. This part of my address 
might indeed have been called the creation of 
recreation. And having delivered three ad- 
dresses within “twenty-four bours, behold 1 
was a-wearied, but this was not the end there- 
of—that is to say of the getting tired. And 
this is the veridical narrative of what came 
next: . 
COOKERY. 


The next and last day Miss Fanny L. Colder, 
who has done so much good work in the 
Home Arts and Industries,“ read a paper on 
cookery as a branch of education. Cookery 
forms one of the bome industries taught in 
our association. There 18 also a movement in

This was followed by another by Miss A. 
Romley Wright, ard then one by the Rey. J. 
Paton on evening schools under healthy con- 
ditions. Dr. Arthur Ransome, F. R. S., and 
Mr. J. Priestley, both eminent in hygiene, and 
Miss Blyth, then read papers on heaith in 
schools, which were followed by a discussion, 
the whole terminating with an admirable ad- 
dress by Lord Abedare. I should state that 


» while these addresses and discussions were go- 


ing on there were every day exhibitions in 
gymnastics and practical cookery,.displays of 
cheap meals and soup kitcbens, school appa- 
ratus, assaults-at- arms, and other affairs more 
or less directly connected with education. 
Great pains were taken to show to the dele 
gates all that there was in Manchester, and to 
treat them bospitably in every way and make 
them at home.

The Pumping- Works. 

CMOAGO, May 7.—([Editor of The Tribune. |— 
Please inform your readers whether the Bridge- 
port Pumping-Works can keep the South 
Branch of the Chicago River almost as clean 
as lake water. It has been interesting to me 
to read matters pertaining to the water system 
of Chicago. I visited the works last summer 
several times, but only half of the pumps were 
working, and before this they were stopped most 
of the time. On further inquiry I was told 
there was not enough money appropriated. 
Please explain how and where the Ogden Ditch 
and Desplaines River affect the Chicago River 
or the lake.

As will be seen from the responses to 206 
letters of inquiry sent out April 27 there will 
be an increased acreage planted in cotton in 
this district of 4% per cent as compared with 
last vear. The acreage planted in corn also 
shows an increase of 1% percent. The weather 
bas, in the main, deen favorabie for planting 
purposes. Arkansas is the only section 
where too much wet weather is com- 
plained of. The spring bas deen some- 
what backward, but farmers have had 
their lands in good condition, and planting 
throughout the district is nearly completed, 
The seuson opens with most favorable pros- 
pects. Labor is plentiful amd is reported as 
working well, Under these conditions, with 
favorable seasons, the outlook is quite promis- 
ing to the pianter. Aggregate, 206 responses: 
Acreages—-1l report an increased acreage 
planted in cotton as compared with last year, 
twenty-two report a decrease, and 106 about 
the same; average increase, 44% per cent.

IMPERIAL FEDERATION. 


A League Formed at Montreal by 
Prominent Canadians, 

MONTREAL, Que., May 9.—(Special.)—The 
prejiminary meeting of the promoters of the 
Imperial Federation League was held this aft- 
ernoon in the Windsor Hotel. A large number 
of men were present, including Dalton Mc 
Carthy, M. P., Prof. Foster, Senator Neison, 
Hugh McLennan, Mr. Baker, M. P., Mr. Towns- 
bend, M. P. Henry Lyman took the chair. 
Senator Wilson moved the following resolu- 
tion, which was seconded by Senator hau!bach: 

Resolved: That this meeting has observed 
with satisfaction the increased interest in the 
outlying portions of the empire displayed by 
the people of the mother country, and the 
formation under the auspices of many distin- 
guished practical statesmen of the Imperial 
Federation League. 

In moving the third resolution Dalton 
McCarthy said he did not believe that there 
was any necessity for the movement, but it 
was best to commence the consideration of it. 
The quedtions of independenve and annexation 
had been raised, and it was time for the coun- 
try to consider the future of the Domin- 
ion. He thought the time had arrived when 
the people of the British isles should cast off 
any opinion forever that Canadians are infe- 
rior people, und realize that ali colonies should 
be treated equaliy with the British people. 
Once that were granted he did got think there 
could be any brighter future for the country 
than forming part of the great British Empire. 
The resolution reads thus: 

Resolved, That resolutions passed at the con- 
ference held in London the 29th of July, 1884, 
and at the inaugura! meeting of the league the 
18th of November, 1884, and notabiy the fol- 
lowing: That in order to secure the per- 
maneut unity of the Empire some form or 
federation is essential; that no scheme of 
federation should interfere with existing 
rights of the local Parliament as re- 
gards local affairs; that any scheme of federa- 
tion should combine on an equtadie basis the 
resources of the Empire for the maintenance 
of common interests and adequately provide 
lor an organized defense of common rights,”’ 
all of which meets with the hearty acceptance 
of this meeting. 

Senator Piumb moved that a Canacian 
branch of the league be now formed, to be 
called the Imperiai Federation League in Can- 
ada, and that the object of the league in Can- 
ada shall be to promote the discussion of 
means whereby the permanent unity of the 
Empire may be maintained and its practical et- 
ficiency increased; to further the development 
and interchange of the resources of its vari- 
ous parts, and to resist any measures tending 
to disintegration. It was «hen moved by Mr. 
Longiey that the league shall meet annuaily 
in one of the principal cities of Canada, the 
place of meeting tor each year to be selected 
at the preceding annual meeting. 

Hector Cameron said that during a recent 
visit to Engiand he bad noticed a great change 
in public opinion, 80 far as concerned the 
bolaing of Canada and the colonies. Whereas 
once there had been an idea of letting 
the colonies go, such sentiments were nowa- 
days never heard. He weicomed the move- 
ment as the right one, and, for ais part, was 
totally opposed to independence because it 
‘was only another name for annexation.

A junk dealer insured his stock “of rags, 


metals, boxes, und barrels’ contained in ba bite as is

recover on bis poltey, the company to pay 
the amount he claimed, he was allowed to 

the meaning in the trade of “ rags’’ and old 
metals. This meaning was broader than we 
words signified in their common use. The verdict 


was in accordance with this proof, and the com- 


carried its case, Mooney vs. Howard Insur- 
et Company, to the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts, where the exceptions taken were 
overruled. The Chief-Justice, Morton, in the 
opinion said: It was competent for the plaintiff 
to prove that by a usage which was not 4 particular 
or local usage but one general in the trade 
signification of the terms ‘rags’ and 
metals was broader than the words carried 
in their ordinary use. The court instructed 
the jury: ‘The plainti? must prove that 
the alleged usage was known to the defendant; and 
that you will be warranted in finding thas it was 
known to the defendant, if you find upon all the 
evidence that there was such a usage or custom, 
and that it was well defined, universal, uniform, 
and of long continuance.’ We understand this to 
meun that the jury might infer the knowledge of 
the defendant from the universality and long ex- 
istence of the usage. A usage as these in- 
structions required having been proved, the de- 
fendant’s contract is deemed to have been entered 
into with reference to suck usage, if known to it. 
Underwriters insuring by certain words may fairly 
be presumed to know the mercantile meaning of 
those words; and the fact of a widespread and es- 
tablished use has as least a tendency to phow that 
they had such knowledge.” 

A city agreed with B to construct a cistern 
in one Of its streets according to tee plans 
and specifications adopted by the City Coun- 
cil. He was to supply all materials and build 
the cistern at a certain price, the cistern to be 
eighteen feet in diameter and twenty feet deep. 
The excavation was made to we depth of ten feet, 
when work was suspended, the hole covered 
with three-inch plank and partly with one-ia 
pine boards; there was no further guard. N, in 
driving his horse over that portion of the excava- 
tion which was covered by the pine boards, fell 
through with his horse, which was so injured that 
the animal died. He sued the city for the loss and 
recovered a judgment. The city carried the 
case, in error, City of Circleville vs. Neuding, to 
the Supreme Court of Commission of Ohio, where 
Judge McCauley, in 
the opinion, said: It is contended on behalf of 
the city that it is not liable for the loss of the horse 
because the cistern was in process of construction 
by an independent contractor when the injury oc- 
curred. The relation between the city and B was 
clearty that of employer and independent con- 
tractor, and the rule is, generally, that for injuries 
occurring in the progress of the work carried on by 
parties in that relation the contractor alone is lia- 
ble. But this liability is limited to those injuries 

collateral to the work to be per- 
formed, and which arise from the negligence 
or wrongful acts of the contractor or his agents 
or servants. Where, however, the work to be per- 
formed is necessarily dangerous, or the obligation 
résts upon the employés to keep the subject of the 
work in a safe condition, the rule has no applica- 
tion. This distinction has been taken in a number 
of cases. This excavation was necessarily dan- 
gerous, and the city is primarily liable for any in- 
jury coming from it. It may have a remedy against 
the contractor by requiring him to take the risk of 
injury. But the public, in the use of the streets, 
may rely upon the legal obligation of the city to 
keep them free from dangerous places; or if such 
places become necessary to be made in the course 
of an improvement, or work necessary or proper 
for the city to do, that it shall so guard them that 
no injury shell result in the ordinary use of the 
street.
